The suit went aa fur as the supreme court when the plaintiff, thinking ho 
had all the litigation he wanted, withdrew the pult and subsided. 


The lower court sustained the defendant's plea that there was no cause 


for action, but the supreme court remanded the ease for trial saying: True 
•words of praise and congratulation are not actionable but words of pralso 
and congratulation may, on rare occasions fortunately, 
lead 
to 
Injurious 


consequences, lose their grace and charm and become actionable. 


The court also contended thnt when a professional man 
found 
himself 


classed with quacks he should at least E«t a hearing In court. 


Now all this to our mind seems to bu the .-illllest 
nonsense. 
The 
Item 


published was legitimate news which any paper had a right to publish. Tho 
Institution of a suit for such a caime shows a oncer Idea of the rights of a 
newspaper or the scope of the freedom of the press. 


If any class of men Is to be snerosanct It should be known so that even 


newspapers would pas« them by. If a pnper refuses to mention the name of 
any particular man when there Is occasion to mention it, he too may 
feel 


aggrieved and damage:! and sue tho offending paper. A libel suit 
for this 


very causo wss brought by a I^mdon merchant who had complained of norno 
reference to him In tho paper which afterwards decided not to mention his 
n«me. It Is needless to say that he hnd no slnndlng In court. 


Now what Is to bo nald In relation to such libel suits Is thnt a> they 


put the defendant to expense and trouble the plnlnllff should be compelled to 
fomp«n»iiln him for ills losses.
